MOVEMENT IS INDORSED 
BY SUFFRAGE LEADERS 


Subcommittee Will Hold 
Meeting This Afternoon 
to Formulate Report for 
‘Whole Committee. 


President George M. Hope, head of 
Atianta’s board of education, is certain 
that the proposed issue of $1,500,000 of 
school bonds will be approved by the 
people at the polls, provided the appeal 
on behalf of the school system is made 
direct and without incumbrances. 


President Hope said Thursday that. 


he has made a close inquiry among 
business men, and that from the in- 
formation he has gathered he fs of the 
opinion that every voter in the city will 
vote for the school bonds because they 
realize that every section and class Is 
directly affected. Other members of the 
board and members of the general 
council who have kept their fingers 
close to the pulse of the people have 
similar opinions, and are encouraged 
over the widespread interest being 


taken. 
SuTrage Leaders Help. 

Considerable impetus was given the 
bond issue campaign Thursday when it 
was announced that the Atlanta Equal 
Suffrage association, of which Mrs. 
Amelia R. Woodall is president, had 
gone on record as indorsing the pro- 
posed issue, and as an evidence of the 
sincerity of the association it was vot- 
ed to approve even an issue of $4,100,- 
000 if the city decides to make the issue 
that large. 

In a strong address to the association 
Mrs. Woodall said, in part: 

“If the women of Atlanta could vote, 
the passage of this bond issue would 
be assured, for the mother of Atlanta 
would not hesitate when it came to the 
question of providing better health | 
conditions, better school facilities, big- 
ger hospitals, more parks, etc., 
city. 

“My only objection to the bond is- 
‘gue, said Mrs. Mary lL. Mcl.endon, “is 
that the proposed apportionment of $1,- 
500.000 to the schools seems, to me, in- 
adequate. According to the estimate 
of expenditures needed at once $2,000,- 
000 is the least, that should be ap- 
portioned to the schools,. even if we 
should have to increase the amount of 
the bond issue. We cannot afford to 
skimp and be niggardly when it comes 
to providing for the training and edu- 
cation of our boys and girls. 

“Let Atlanta take this opportunity 
to provide for and establish a public 
school system second to none in the 
country and thus take the lead in re- 
moving the stigma of illiteracy that 
rests upon our state.” 

Will Cut’Down Issue. 

Although there was no meeting of 
the general bond issue committee of 
council Thursday morning as was 
echeduled, it is generally regartied as 
certain that the committee will bring 
the entire bond issue to within $3,759,- 
000 when it meets Friday afternoon. 

The only difference of opinion among 
members of the sub-committee relates 
to the amount needed for school pur- 
poses. Alderman Jesse W. Armistead, 
chairman of the school committee, says 
that the school system needs not less 
than $1,600,000. Alderman James R. 
Nutting, chairman of the sub-commit- 
tee, takes the position taht $1,000,000 
will be sufficient to supply the needs 
of the schools. Hlowever, Alderman 
Nutting is willing to vote for an issue 
$1,500,000 for school purposes. 

Alderman Nutting's idea is to keep 
the entire issue as close to $3,500,000 
as possible, for the reason that he be- 
lieves that the people can be more 
readily induced to vote for that amount 
than a sum like $4,100,000. 
to urge the general committee to keep 
the issue to within $3,500,000, but’ he 
says that he won'tdo anything which 
will have a tendency to create friction. 

Will Act in Harmony. s 

“We have worked this matter out in 
a business-like and harmonious man- 
ner,” he says, “and when council is 
finally called on to act we still want 
to be in-harmony. We want this issue 
to go to the people with the unanimous 
indorsement of every member of coun- 
cil, and we want the people and the 
general council to be a unit.” 


There is not the slightest chance for 


anything to prevent the report going 
to council at its mecting Monday after- 
noon, and immediately members of 
council and the school board wil] pre- 
pare to get everything in shape for the 


election, which will be held next yearg

Ryan was captured in Detroit a few 
weeks ago. It was partly on 
strength of Ryan’s confession, 
ing to the state’s attorney, 
has offered Captatn Halpin, 
chief of detectives and a score of his 
men, a chance to resign.

PLEA FOR HARRY THAW 


: BY EX-SECRETARY KNOX 


Washington, December 3.—The long 
list of attorneys who have fought for 
liberty for Harry K. Thaw ever since 
the murder of Sanford White, was 
added to today when Philander C. Knox. 
former secretary of state and attorney 
general of the United States, filed in the 
Supreme court a brief in advocacy of 
that court affirming the action of the 
New Hampshire federal court in refus- 
ing to allow Thaw to be extradited 
from New Hampshire to New York. 

Mr. Knox contends in his brief that 
the record shows Thaw is insane and 
that the state of New York is there- 
fore seeking to extradite an insane per- 
son to answer for the alleged offense 
of walking out of an insane asylum, 
notwithstanding it is a fundamental 
principle of law that extradition pro- 
ceedings may not be used to accomp- 
lish anything else than the return of 
a fugitive criminal for trial. He adds 
that a New York jury has declared that 
Thaw committed no crime in the mur- 
der of Sanford White, because he was 
insane. He takes the position that the 
action of New York in insisting upon 
the extradition seemingly evinced a 
disposition to take vengeance on the ac- 
cused for his alleged initial crime.

The father, a paralytic, had labored 
in the mechanic’s shop.

The only working 
member was serving his apprentice- 
ship, making only a pittance.

in the battle in the west, which has 
become a heavy cannonade at widely 
separated points with only occasional 
infantry attacks, interest centers in the 
struggle between the Russians and 


Germans in the east. 

At last the Russians have approach- 
ed within firing distancs of Cracow, 
their advance from Przem ysl having 
proceeded without any real check. 
They were reported today to be 
mounting heavy batteries around the 
town of Wielicaka, which they occu- 
pied yesterday, and from which the 
outer forts of Cracow can be reached. 

Important as this is—for the fall of 
Cracow would lay open the roads to 
Vienna, Breslau and Berlin—the main 
interest in the east continues to rest 
with the operations on the irregular 
front from Czenstochowa through Lodz 
and Lowicz to the East Prussian bor- 
der, Official pronouncements as to prog- 
ress here are guarded and indefinite, 
and it ® difficult to arrive at a con- 
clusion as to the course of events. 


GERMANS DRIVE 
AT RUSS CENTER. 


It is apparent, however, that a new 
battle has developed southwest of 
Lodz, where the Germans have formed 
a new line with fresh forces brought 
from Kalisc and are again trying to 
penetrate the Russian center. 

The Russians, too, have had time to 
straighten out their line, and, in the 
eyes of the allies, another battle fol- 
lowing so closely that just concluded 
in this region must help them in the 
long run, for, it is argued, win or lose, 
the Germans must be further weaken- 
ed, and, in addition, soon will have 
to turn their attention to the Russian 
offensive against. Silesia and around 
Cracow. 

On the other hand, rman experts 
believe that defeat for the Russians 
would enable the German generals to 
unite all their forces for another blow 
against the allies in the west.

The Warsaw campaign of the Ger- 
mans, which evidently was an at- 
tempt on the part of the invaders to 
carry everything before them by the 
swiftness and the boldness of the op- 
erations of a comparatively § limited 
number of troops, appears today to 
competent military experts in Petro- 
grad to have resolved itself into a 
persistent and dogged grinding against 
the Russian center, making use of the 
recently arrived heavy reinforcements 
to this end. 

The main attempt appears to be 
centering around Lodz, and the German 
wings are seemingly intent only on 
holding the Russians against flanking 
operations. 

The military commentator of the 
Novoe Vremya draws attention to_.what 
he calls a tactical error on the part of 
the Austrians in withdrawing such a 
large portion of the army defeated in 
Galicia across the Carpathian moun- 
tains into Hungary, the Russians mean- 
while confining themselves to holding 
the passes into the Hungarian plain. 
Thus the Austrians have comparatively 
few troops to withstand the large Rus- 
sian army and to protect Cracow. At 
the same time other operations to the 
southward are tying up large Austro- 
Hungarian forces on the roads to Buda- 
pest. 


LITTLE DOING, 
BERLIN REPORTS. 


Berlin, De@tember 3.—(Via Wireless to 
London.)—Today’s official statement 
was limited to the following brief an- 
nouncement: 

“In neither theater of war has any- 
thing of importance happened.” 

The following information was given 
out by the official news bureau today: 

“Inoffiical advices from Alsace say 
fighting is progressing actively in this 
minor war theater. A heavy cannon- 
ading ith going on in Sundgau. The 
Ger mans are advancing against Belfort. 

“The Austrians report officially a re- 
pulse to the besiegers of Praemsyl, Ga- 
licia. The garrison made a sortie 
against the Russians and drove them 
back from the outer fortifications. 

“Fightine continues in the Carpa- 
thian passes. 

“Although no news is being received 
concerning operations about Lowicz, 
Russiezn Poland, it is assumed German 
attempts to flank the Russian right 
wing are continuing. The great value 
of such a move would consist in forcing 
the Russians southward away from 
the route toward Warsaw and into the 
rear of the Russian main army. Mach 
depends on the progress made by the 
Germans and Austrians on the front 
and on the enemy's left. So far thev 
have maintained their positions and re- 
pulsed all attacks, but whether they 
have advanced is not known. The 
Russians’ loss the last few days of 
100,000 captives and many guns is con- 
sidered by local critics as bound to 
weaken them seriously.” 


NOTABLE GAINS 
MADE BY FRENCH. 


Paris, December 3.—The 
official communication was 
the war office tonight: 

“The only interesting news relates 
to our right wing and to the day of 
December 2. On the right bank of the 
river Moselle we have occupied Les- 
menils and the Signal of Xon. In the 
Vosges our troops have captured the 
Tete de Faux, south of the village 
Bonhomme, which dominates the range 
of hills forming the frontier and has 
served as an observatory for the Ger- 
mans. In Alsace the station of Bunrn- 
haupt has been occupied and we have 
established ourselves on a line com- 
prising Aspach, the bridge of Aspach 
and Burnhauwpt.’ 

The official report given out this aft- 
ernoon says that yesterday there was 
a rather lively artillery exchange at 
Nieuport and to the south of pres, 
and that a heavy bombardment took 
place to the west of Lens. In the Ar- 
gonne several German attacks were re- 
pulsed. Otherwise the situation shows 
little change. The text of the com- 
munication follows: 

“In Belgium there was a rather live- 
ly..artillery fire directed against Nieu- 
port and to the south of Ypres. 

“The inundations have extended 
the south of Dixmude. 

“From the Lys to the Somme 
has been a violent bombardment, 
ticularly at Aix-Noulette, 
of Lens. 

“There was quiet alon the entire 
front from the Somme to the Aisne and 
in Champagne. 

“In the Argonne several 
the part of the enemy were repulsed, 
and we made slight progress. 

“In the Wievre district the German 
artillery evidenced a certain activity, 
but with insignificant results. 

“In Lorraine and in the Vosges there 
is nothing important to report.” 


WOMEN CAPTURED 
GARBED AS SOLDIERS. 


London, December 4.—(3:30 a. m.)— 
A Petrograd dispatch to The Morning 
Post says: 

“The news that Russian 
taken Wieliczka, three miles from the 
outer fortifications of Cracow, seems 
to indicate there is something wrong 
with the defenses of that fortress. as 
Wieliczka should be well within the 
range of the minor armaments of a 
first- Class fort. 

“Forty prisoners among others taken 
by the Cossacks at Czenstochowa were 
found to be women in soldiers uni- 
forms.” 


GERMANS RAFTED 
TO THEIR DOOM. 


London, December . m.)— 
In the dark howrs before dawn Wed- 
nesdayv a large force of Germans cross- 
ed the flood waters of the Yeer on 
rafts, says The Daily News correspond- 
ent in northern France. 

The adventure was a desperate one: 
not a man who’ set out could have 
been ignorant of the fact that death 
almost certainly awaited him. The 
rafts were punted through the waters 
in dead silence and in utter darkness. 
Each carried fifty or sixty men and 
some machine guns. 

The plot was discovered and when 
daybreak arrived the artillery of the 
allies met the adv ancing Germans with 
a devastating fire. Yet, despite their 
losses, the Germans, brave even to 
madness, still essayed the crossing un- 
til midday. Several rafts were upset 
in midstream and a great number of 
Germans were drowned, while others 
were shot. 

Fierce fighting still is taking place, 
adds the correspondent. The Germans 
are concentrating the. attack princi- 
pally north of Ypres. They have with- 
drawn their heavy artillery because of 
the mud, and are using light guns 
mounted on motor lories.

During the Premier’s Address 
There Were Cheers for Bel- 
gium, Trent and Trieste. 


Rome, December 3.—The Italian par-

both the chamber of deputies and the 
senate were witnessed by a large gath- 
ering of deeply interested spectators. 
Among those present were the former 
premiers Giolitti, Luzzatti and Polloux. 
The diplomatic tribune was ove: 
crowded. 

Premier Salandra made a statement 
in which he explained the situation of 
Italy and advised that she maintain an 
attitude of loyal, but watchful and 
armed neutrality. He was frequentiy 
applauded.

When Premier Salandr alluded to 
what he termed the just nahivatione of 
Italy, the whole extreme left arose, 
erying “Viva Tyent! Viva Triest!” The 
spectators in the tribunes joined in the 
demonstration. 

The premier’s statement was inter- 
rupted frequently with applause. It 
was noticed that former Premier Gio- 
litti joined with the deputies in their 
expressions of approval. 

As the session was about to adjourn 
Deputy Comandini said that he wished 
to ask the chamber to send greetings 
to “heroic and unfortunate Belgium.” 
The whole chamber, including the 
presidert, the ministers and the peo- 
ple in the tribunes, arose and shouted 
“Hurrah; Belgium!” 

Premiér Salandra said the 
conflict broke out suddenly without 
involving Italy directly and in spite 
of her efforts to avert the war for the 
sake of peace and civilization. A care- | 
ful study of her treaty obligations and 
the causes of the conflict convinced the 
Italy was not called 
and she accordingly 
declared her neutrality. In view of the 
necessity of protecting Italian inter- 
ests, however, a declaration of neutral- 
ity alone was not sufficient to safe- 
guard the country against contingen- 
cies.

‘The Atlanta Gas Light company con- 
tends that one of the reasons the rate 
is higher here than other citiés is be- 
cause other cities enjoying a lower rate 
are located closer to the coal, mines. 
The United States report of the bureau 
of commerce shows that it requires 
only about 200 pounds of coal to pro- 
duce a thousand cubic feet of gas, and 
according to these figures the Atlanta 
Gas Light company could get all its 
coal by parcél post and still be able 
to sell gas cheaper than its present 
rate. 

“The Atlanta Gas Light company as- 
serts that one of the reasons its rate 
is higher than Baltimore is because 
Baltimore has 166 connections per mile, 
while Atlanta only has 105. ; 

“T maintain that if the company will 
cut its rate to 89 cents it will double 
Baltimore's service, and I am not alone 
in the contention, because the ee 

Birmingham gas works recent- 
ty hownyh the statement that if the rate 
in that city be reduced to i» cehts he 
could add 12,000 new customers.

“If the comptroller general assesses 
the gas company franchise as being 
worth $700,000, why does the company 
return it to the city tax assessors as 
being worth only $30,000.

“Despite the figures quoted by the 
company purporting to show the earn- 
ing in proportion to its investment, I 
still maintain that the companys 
profits are 22 per cent on fhe money 
actually invested. If the company’s 
profit is less than 8 per cent, why is 
it that it is impossible to purchase 
we to the rates published by the

70’ cents for all over 50,000, I maintain 
that this schedule of rates is a joke.

British Ambassador Discusses 


Search for Contraband With 
State Department. 


Washington, December 3.—Sir Ceell 
Spring-Rice, the British ambassador, 
delivered to the state department to- 
day a note containing assurances that 
Great Britain does not intend to delay 
American ships unduly in searching 
therm for contraband. 

Sir Cecil told Secretary Bryan and 

Counsellor Lansing that meats, cotton 
and other non-contraband products, 
light in weight, were often shipped in 
vessels which require heavier articles 
such as copper or metals for (ballast. 
The latter usually being stored in the 
holds of a vessel necessarily prolonged 
the search. The British ambassador 
pointed out that ‘every effort would 
be made to prevent undue delay. 
Cecil ‘indicated that an amicable 
adjustment of the situation probably 
would be reached, especflly if Ameri- 
can shippers made it plain on their 
manifests that copper and other con- 
traband goods shipped with cargoes of 
meat and food were not destined for 
trans-shipment through neutral coun- 
tries to Germany or Austria. 

While at the state department, the 
British ambassador discussed in a gen- 
eral way the English wool embargo. 
He had no definite advices as to the 
conclusions of his government on the 
subject, but felt sure that an arrange- 
ment soon would be made whereby 
American merchants cowd through spe- 
cial permits obtain Australian wool on 
guarantees that the product would not 
be re-exported to enemies of Great 
Britain. 

Steamer Ban Is Detained. 


London, December 3.—Lloyd’s agency 
declared today that the Norwegian 
steamer Ban, which reached Liverpool 
from New York, has been taken into 
custody by the British authorities and 
is being held as a prize. 

New York, December 3.—The steam- 
sShip.Ban was loaded by Barber & Co., 
of this city. At their office it was said 
today that word had been received from 
agents at Liverpool that the ship had 
merely been detained by Britis au- 
thorities for examination; no word had 
been received that she had ‘been offi- 
clally seized as a prize. 

The cargo of the Ran, it was said, 
consisted of varied commodities, among 
them cotton seed products, copper and 
leather. Part of the cargo was for 
Liverpool, the balance for Gothenberg 
and Malmo. In anticipation of possible 
inquiry by British authorities as to the 
shipments aboard the vessel—especially 
the copper—she was deliberately sent 
to Liverpool first, the agents here as- 
serted. 


POLITICAL MACHINES 
ARE FRAMED ON JOBS 


Chicago, December 3.—More_ than 
half the public employees in the United 
States are in politics and their jobs are 
the substructure of the great political 
machines, Richard Henry Dana, of Bos- 
ton, president of the National Civil 
Service league, declared here tonight in 
his annual address at the league’s con- 
vention. 

The extension of civil service rather 
than the protection of places secured 
by the system, he explained, is to be the 
immediate Work of the league.

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WOUDMEN PLANNING 
GREAT SANITARIUM 


Women May Be Admitted In- 
to the Order as Frater- 
nal Members. 


Establishment of a great sanitarium 
at Hot Springs, Ark., or at some equal- 
ly known health: resort, and the re- 
ception of women into the order as 
fraternal members, were the principal 
topics discussed at Thursday's session 
of the amnual convention of the Emi- 
nent Household of Columbian Wood- 
men, in session at the Piedmont hotel. 

The sanitarium idea was introduced 
by W. B. Hollingsworth, of Arkansas, 
one of the delegates. The project calls 
for the building, equipment and main- 
tenance of a sanitarium for the treat- 
ment and care of members of the order 
who may become®ll or disabled. The 
project was discussed pro and con and 
finally was submitted to the executive 
committee of the order for its consid- 
eration. 

The order has approximately 27,000 
members in this country. Although it 
is international in scope, its efforts 
so far have been confined largely to 
the south. Twenty-seven states are 
represented in its membership. 

Up to now, women have been ad- 
mitted to the order, which is a fra- 
ternal body, only as “social members.” 
They have been permitted to attend 
social gatherings of its members, but 
were not entered as regular members 
with the privileges of men. Now the 
suggestion is made that they be ad- 
mitted on the same footing as men and 


given the same benefits, exceptin cases 
of accident. Accident benefits, it is 
planned, to turn into maternity Dbene- 
fits. This matter was also turned over 
to a committee which will probably 
bring in its recommendations before 
the household shall adjourn. 

J. G St. Amand, of Atlanta, eminent 
secretary of the order, in his report, 
called attention to the growth of the 
order and of its finances. It paid out 
in death claims from January 1 to Oc- 
tober 31 this year, a total of $264,199: 
its assets at the close of business Octo- 
ber 31 totalled $707,850, an increase of 
$88,140, compared with the same date 
a year ago. It has paid out in claims 
since its organization in 1903, $1,500,000 
and has accumulated a reserve fund of 
about $700,000. 

Dr. Prie EF. Murray, médical direc- 
tor of Atlanta, in his report, declared 
that the financial stringency which 
he says has been apparent all over the 
country, has not influenced any policy 
lapses.

We are 
a public service corporation. As such, we have been considered legitimate 
prey by the man with an axe to grind. We are going to ask you for fair play, 
because you can be fair and you will be fair. | 


This present effort is for a reduction in the rate you pay us for the 
gas you consume. That rate is now $1.00 per 1,000 cubic feet. The few who 
are trying to make you appear as making a popular and general demand 
for reduction, say they believe it should be 80 cents. If they believe that 
honestly and sincerely, we can convince them that the present rate is right. 
If they do not believe it honestly and sincerely, if they are using it to further 
their own interests, we can’t convince them. \ 


' 
But we can convince you. And you are the arbiters. 


Misstatements have been made—made publicly, through, the news- 
papers. 

It has been asserted that we are making 22 per cent on our investment. 
That is not true. We are making about 7.51 per cent. 


It has been asserted that we pay no interest on deposits made by you, 
and that we are conducting our business with this money deposited by you. 
Both assertions are not true. You deposit $5 for fulfillment of contract 
conditions, when you become a customer. We pay you 6 per cent interest, 
and return it to you with the interest when you have fulfilled the contract. 
At the present time the total of your deposits, drawing 6 per cent interest 
from us, is $13,000. Contrast this deposit with the outright purchase you 
have to make of water-meters at $15 each. 


It has been asserted that your gas rate is exorbitant, an excessive rate 
of return on our investment. That is mot true. It is a reasonable rate — 
reasonable from your standpoint, and reasonable from ours. 


We have been called by City Electrician R. C. Turner, from whom we 
ask no favor, ‘‘an octopus, whose tentacles are strangling the consumers of 
Atlanta.’’ We ask you to judge that loose assertion. 


The fact is the rate you pay us for gas is lower than the rate in some 
cities and higher than the rate in others. If it can be argued that because 
other cities charge a lower rate, Atlanta’s should be cut to their average, 
it can be argued with equal logic that because still other cities charge a higher 
rate, Atlanta’s should be raised to their greater average. Let’s be sensible 
and talk like grown-up people. 

You know and we know conditions govern rates. If a city is big, if 
there are many consumers along each mile of main, if the gas consumption 
is large in the area served, one plant with the same operating expenses as 
another located elsewhere under less favorable conditions can sell gas at a 
lower rate. On the other hand, if the gas consumption figures are the same 
in two cities, the one closer to coal mines and oil fields and pipe foundries 
has a distinct advantage and can sell gas more cheaply than the other. 


Atlanta covers a large area in proportion to her total population. 
Among 33 cities that have a lower initial gas rate, Atlanta’s number of 
consumers per mile of gas main is smaller than that of all but five cities. 
Its consumption of gas per mile of main is smaller than that of all but six. 
The city has no natural advantages helpful in gas-making. It is comparatively 
remote from coal mines, oil fields, pipe foundries. It is an inland city, without 
water freight rates. 


Birmingham is the only city in the southeast whose gas rate is lower 
than Atlanta’s.. The cost of production and that of distribution are much 
less there than here. Birmingham has coal and pipe foundries at hand, oil 
nearer than Atlanta has and at cheaper freight rates. 

Yet Birmingham’s gas rate is 95 cents—only five cents lower than 
Atlanta’s. } 

Baltimore’s rate of 80 cents has been cited as proof that Atlanta’s 
should be cut. Baltimore is a bigger city, a coast city, nearer coal and oil 
fields than Atlanta, has its own pipe foundries, and has 163 gas consumers 
per mile of main. Atlanta has 105. Its volume of business is more than four 
times that of Atlanta. 


Take another instance you’ve been given. Detroit’s rate of 85 cents 
(not 75 cents, as stated) is cited as reason for reduction here. Detroit’s 
volume of gas business is six times ours. It has 166 consumers per mile of 
main, Its gas is mainly by-product gas from the big coke ovens there. 


What’s a reasonable rate of return? Public service commissions adjust 
their definitions to circumstances. It seems to range from 8 to 10 per cent 
on physical value plus working capital. The Georgia commission has declined 
to consider, in its basis for reasonable return, the franchise value of gas 
companies, though all of us pay taxes on that value. In our case it is 
assessed by Comptroller Wright at $700,000, which is 60 per cent of $1,166,666; 
and we pay taxes on it. But disregard it. What’s left? 


Our physical property is assessed in the annual return on file in the 
Comptroller’s office at $1,900,000. The assessment in all cases is supposed 
to be 60 per cent of actual value. Therefore the actual value of our property 
would be, by the Comptroller’s authority, $3,166,666. Two nationally known 
engineering firms assessed .it, one. at $3,174,664, the other at $3,220,454. The 
average of all three is $3,187,261. Take that. It excludes franchise value,

A UNIVERSITY HIGH SCHOOL. 

In Atlanta’s educational’ crisis, in which 
her inadequate high schools play so conspic- 
uous a role, there could.be' no more helpful 
counsellor than Dr. Joseph S. Stewart, high 
school inspector for Georgia, and a man who 
has made a study of high schools from the 
national and sectional standpoints and from 
every practical angle. 

The sum total of Dr. Stewart’s reasoning, 
which is set forth in a communication today, 
is precisely the reiterated contention of The 
That is, that— 

We should adopt a plan approximating 


Constitution. 


the suggestion originally advanced by Mayor 
Woodward and looking, not to four separate 
and isolated high schools, but to a university 
, high school, one high school unit, located on 
an easily accessible site, separating sexes, if 
that is desired, but combining in its plant all 
the high school facilities to which a boy or 
girl can aspire. 

Dr. Stewart supports his plan, which is 
interchangeable with the Woodward plan, 
by citing cities in every part of the country, 
north, east, south and west, cities of metro- 
politan and cities of provincial proportions. 
Incidentally, he indicates that Atlanta’s high 
school showing is miserable as contrasted 
with smaller cities and less rich cities in 
Georgia. 

There is everything to recommend. the 
university high school plan. To segregate 
the Boys’ Tech and Boys’ High and Girls’ 
English Commercial and Girls’ High on four 
separate sites, with four separate heating 
plants, and four distinct janitfhr operation 
and other functions, is to pra¢tice endless 
waste and extravagance... These four insti- 

tions can be centralized, heated with one 
plant, served by one corps of servants, and, 
above all, every boy and girl given access to 
any educational advantage conceivable. 
Under the old and present plan, sending a 
boy to the Boys’ Tech is equivalent to notify- 
ing him that he is barred from the ad- 
vantages of the Boys’ High. Sending a girl 
to the English Commercial is equivalent to 
notifving her that she may not qualify in the 
Girls’ High or enjoy any one of its many 
advantages. 

As Dr. Stewart insists, this arrangement 
leads to class distinctions and inequalities 
totally opposed to our American ideals. It 
also is extravagant and ineffectual. The 
board of education and the people of Atlanta 
could do no better than analyze carefully 
the expert advice of Dr. Stewart.

A TRAGEDY AT OUR GATES. 

Is the sad old world of our day too sur- 
feited with far-off tragedy on a colossal scale 
to catch the true sharpness and poignancy 
of a grim and pitiful little tragedy at our 
very gates? Look on at the tragedy of W. E. 
Ormond—Ormond the paralytic, and his 
family of ‘eight—his family of a wife and 
eight children left to face the wolf because 
Ormond, though a paralytic, was also a hero. 
Then see if in this little drama, staged right 
here in’ Atlanta, you do not find the elements 
of pathos, of misery and of suffering keenly 
silhouetted just as you find them in ravished 
and desolated Europe, that draws your sym- 
pathy and appeals to your substance. 

He must have been a brave man, and a 
man worth while, that same Ormond. Toa 
man with normal faculties, the fight to sus- 
tain a wife and eight children is not.a task 
wreathed with cheerfulness nor lined with 
ease. But when that man is smitten with 
paralysis—when hands and feet bend under 
him as he walks and works, what then? 
There are plenty of gallant fellows fighting 
over there aiong the German border and in 
Poland. Not one could be more gallant nor 
longer-suffering than was Ormond. In bat- 
tle cne is stricken with a bullet, dies or is 
invalided, and there is the end to it. And 
there is always the riotous contagion of 
combat around one to inspire courage arti 
lash the flagging spirits. Ormond had no 
such stimulus. He just—foughg. Just fought, 
every day and all day, with his paralyzed 
limbs, with his mind beafing fearfully on 
the future, but thinking ever of that wife, 
those eight children to whom his first obliga- 
tions were due, for whom he must keep on 
fighting as long as God kept life in his 
stricken body. 

And then his little world crumbled about 
him. Condition’ were desperate in the 
humble home. Only one of the eight chil- 
dren, a boy, could work, and his earning 
capacity was not pretentious. There was a 
cripple daughter, too, and they were ambi- 
tious that gf surgeon should try. his art on 
her. There must be more money, more food, 
more clothing. The mother and the youngest 
girl went out and secured work. They were 
returning home with their pitiful earnings. 
A negro footpad attacked them. You might 
have abandoned the money and saved your- 
self. .

- So the woman and the child 
fought. The father, nearby, heard the sound 
of their screams. He limped to the rescue. 
The negro had fled with their little fortunes. 
The father pursued. The upshot was that 
he fell with three bullets from the negro’s 
pistol in his body.

There must be foundation for the reports 
which have been for some days in circula- 
tion in the fin&ncial district intimating that 
Russia is seeking to-establish in some way 
a large credit in the United States which 
may be utilized in paying for the commodi- 
ties which the Russian government expects 
to buy here. None of the reports is detailed 
enough’to identify its source, but all of 
them. agree in the statement that represent- 
atives of Russia or representations made 
by Russia involve a plan for creating in this 
country perhaps a larger credit than any 
foreign government has ever established in 
the United States. One of the reports con- 
tains an intimation that Russia may estab- 
lish in séme way a branch bank, although 
that is a rather crude way of defining the 
purpose of that nation. Some sort of bank- 
ing arrangement which will make it possible 
to perfect a line of credits in the United 
States at the time of her war with Russia 
is in contemplation. 

Russia has already bought heavily in the 
United States, and, the understanding is, hs 
paid cash for these purchases. There are 
intimations that Russia would be willing to 
pay even a good bonus if in that way speedy 
construction of certain war materials or 
implements which may pe used in Russia 
for the manufacture of such materials can 
be guaranteed. 

Whatever the other effects of the war 
may be, so far as Germany is concerned, it 
seems inevitable that for some years after 
peace is declared Russia will decline to pur- 


chase German commodities, even assuming 
that Germany may regain her industries 80 
that she will be able soon after the war to 
gell her surplus commodities in other mar- 
kets. 

Some of the statistics which have been 
brought to this city which set forth the 
foreign trade of Germany show that until 
war began Russia was her chief customer. 
It may be, therefore, that what Germany 
loses the United States may permanently 
gain. However, this is a remote consider- 
The immediate matter of igpterest is 
the earnest disposition of Russia to buy 
war materials and equipment of all kinds, 
machinery and tools such as are used for 
manufacturing implements of—war and food 
which is so packed as to make it available 
for feeding armies. 

There seems, to be a strong impression 
that Russia will gain such banking and 
financing facilities in the Wnited States as' 
will make it possible for her easily to con- 
tinue her heavy purchases here. 


When Peace Cames,. 


Some intimations which have reached 
New York from Russia suggest that the 
great change which has characterized her 
military system, her tactias, strategy and 
the hting qualities of her soldiers, is not 
the only change which has occurred in Rus- 
sia since the close of the war with Japan. 
John Hays Hammond, when on a visit to 
Russia some years ago of a professional na- 
ture, speedily observed that there had been 
an awakening in Russia which pointed to 
industrial activity upon a large scale, the 
construction of great public works and new 
railway systems, and espectally the develop- 
ment of internal resources, of which Russta 
has an abundance of all kinds. 

A year or two ago, George W. Perkins, 
in private conversation, spoke with enthusi- 
asm of what he called “awakened Russia” 
and of the opportunities which prevail in 
the empire for manufacture and agriculture 
upon an ineonceivably great scale. Mr. 
Perkins had visited Russia and was brought 
in personal touch with those who are the 
leaders in this new movement. 

The late George Westinghouse was ac- 
customed for several years before his death 
to speak of the great development of the 
electric industry and transportation in 
Russia, saying that he believed within the 
course of ten or fteen years the use of 
electric energy would be universal in Rus- 
sia, and would be followed by some astound- 
ing industrial and agricultural results. Mr. 
Westinghouse spoke as one having author- 
ity, for he had been in close business touch 
with electrical development in Russia. 

American capital is heavily represented 
in the electric industry in Russia, as also is 
the manufacture of agricultural § imple- 
ments. Only a few months before the war 
began, John Hays Hammond spoke inform- 
ally to a group of friends of the wonderful 
opportunities which were awaiting Amer- 
ican capital in Russia, saying, also, that this 
capital was not confined to money, Dut to 
American inventive genius, directing skill 
and industrial and agricultural leadership. 


Turned to America. 


He called attention to the fact that it 
was to the United States that the czar of 
Russia turned when he sought an engineer 
competent tO construct an air-line railroad 
which would connect St. Petersburg with 
Moscow. He made choice of Captain Whist- 
ler, who had already gained distinction for 
his engineering services when the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad was under construction, and 
also for his remarkable achievement as an 
engineer in making it possible to complete 
the railroad which gave Boston communi- 
cation with the west, and which was called 
the Boston and Albany. s 

Russia has always looked favorably upon 
American energy, skill and inventive ca- 
pacity, and will after the war is ended be 
disposed to invite American capital, and not 
only money, but ability in aiding her to up- 
build her empire. 

There is undoubtedly a great opportunity 
for American manufacturers, especially of 
apparatus which is used in agriculture, in 
Russia after the close of the war. What the 
disposition of Russia is toward the United 
States is illustrated by the fact that the 
government of Russia has already been 
asked by business leaders there to establish 
a new and low duty upon American commod- 
ities imported by Russia, who have gone so 
far as to recommend that the duty on Amer- 
ican machinery be for some years sus- 
pended. } 

These are some of the facts upon which 
is based the belief that Russia is now seri- 
ously and vigorously undertaking to estab- 
lish in the United States facilities upon a 
very large scale whereby sufficient credits 
in favor of the former may be secured to 
enable her to make all the purchases she 
wants to in the latter.

How Negro Can Help 


Curtail Cotton Crop

Editor Constitution: Some weeks ago, 
through our southern papers, I made a sug- 
gestion that each negro family raise one 
or more.additional pigs this year in order 
to help bring about more prosperity in the 
south. I have been surprised to note how 
well the suggestion has been received, and 
how many are following it; one minister in 
Uniontown, Ala., went so far ag to organize 
a Pig club in his church. 

Now, I want to make one other sugges- 
tion, that, in my opinion, is of still greater 
and more practical importance. For months 
the great cry has been alt *hrough the south 
to stop growing cotton or reduce the acre- 
age. ; 

Chambers of commerce, business leagues, 
state legislatures, and other bodies have 
passed resolutions without number urging 
that we in the south stop growing so much 
cotton. To stop growing cotton is very easy; 
in fact, it is always easy to stop work, but 
merely to stop growing cotton is, a mere 
negative proposition and will not, I fear, 
leave the south much better off than it is 
at present. If we destroy or cripple a great 
induStry, we should!be very sure to have one, 
or a numiber, equally good to put in its place. 
In this connection it should »e kept in mind, 

a matter of great importance, that if the 
labor once leaves the farm by reason of 
changing crops, it will be very difficult to 
get the labor to return to the farm in after 
years. 

The great cry is to grow food crops. That 
is well, but one must keep in mind that the 
great masses of negroes who have actually 
grown the most of the cotton in the south 
for years, and Who live upon the ®@most valu- 
able land in the south, do not hear of the 
resolutions that are passed by these various 
bodies. These people have been trained to 
grow nothing but cotton and do not know 
how to grow anything else. In fact, in 
many cases, they have not been permitted 
and are not now permitted to grow any- 
thing else! 

We must also bear in mind that the larg- 
est land owners seldom visit their planta- 
tions—some not more than once or twice 
a year, and hence can be of little service 
in teaching these negro tenants how tv 
change all at once from a cotton-producing 
crop to a food-producing crop. - 

If permanent results are to be secured, 
the negro who actually cultivates the land 
trained into growing 
a food-producing crop. How can this be 
done? My answer would be, by putting a 
negro farm demonstration agent into every 
county of the south where there is any con- 
siderable number of negro farmers. This 
negro demonstration agent should be a man 
of good common sense. He should De a 
man who knows the characteristics of the 
colored people, who knows how to reach 
them in and through their societies, their 
churches and their various organizations 
of one kind and another. He should be a 
man required to travel from one farm to 
another throughout the country training 
the negro farmer how to produce a food 
crop. Wherever these demonstration agents 
have already been at work in the south, they 
have done work which has been most help- 
ful and commendable. 

If this important work is to be done, no 
time should be lost in selecting these dem- 
onstration agents. The cost should not be 
very’ lurge. Either through county appro- 
priations or from some part of the state 
funds appropriated for agricultural pur- 
poses, a portion. 6f the money ‘for the salary 
perhaps could be provided. Appropriations 
are also being made by the United States 
government to encourage and promote vari- 
ous kinds of agricultural work. Some part 
of this money, I feel sure, might be secured 
from the Smith-Lever fund or from the 
United States demonstration fund adminis- 
tered through Dr. Bradford Knapp. While 
I am not in position to suggest just where 
the money may be secured, I think that if 
an earnest effort is made, some portion of 
it.-can be secured from some of the finds 
or agencies here mentioned.

WINTER QUARTERS.

The armies of Europe are now preparing 
for the tedious job of waiting for the spring 
campaigns. 

War campaigns do not thrive in the win- 
ter. Either the ground is too soft to hold 
up the 45-ton firearms or it is too hard to 
allow graves to be dug in it with the neces- 
sary ease and haste. It is also hard to keep 
the attention of the soldiers on the enemy 
when he is suffering from frostbite, 
blains and influenza.

When an army has had to retreat a few 
times during the winter and has had to 
scramble up an extempore set of) winter 
quaters, the enemy doesn't. have to waste 
bullets. The cold weather does its work for 
it very effectively. Doing sentry duty half a 
mile from a stove during a February night 
on the Russian frontier is about as fatal as 
charging a machine gun. Many an angry 
corporal will try to awaken a motionless 
sentry this winter in order to shoot him, 
only to discover that the said sentry is not 
sleeping, but has been frozen stiff at his 
post of duty.

Four Distinct High Schools 
Would Be Ineffectual, . 
According to Expert 


Editor Constitution: The city of Atlanta 
is cing a crisis in her High school develop- 
ment. She has outgrown her present build- 
ings and present plans of development. [I 
have visited no city tn the United States 
with the population of Atlanta with such’ 
poor high school buildings. This. is true 
from Richmond to Tacoma. The people 
shoyld know this. Birmingham, Nashville, 
Richmond, Norfolk, Macon have new co- 
educational cosmopolitan high schools cost- 
ing from $150,000 to $700,000. Louisville has 
& $250,000 Girls’ high school and is planning 
a similar building for the boys. Savannah, 
Augusta, Columbus, Macon, Rome and Athens 
have better provided for their high school 
pupils than Atlanta is now doing. Richmond 
has a $650,000 John Marshall high school 
open from 9 o’clock in the morning to 10 
o'clock at night, teaching about 1,500 in the 
1,290 in the night 
classes. It is open to boys and girls and at 
night to all who need more instruction. 

The tendency in the east, in the large 
cities, is to erect separate high schools for 
boys and girls, but offering in each every- 


thing that may be demanded tn a high school. | 
: This is illustrated by the new million-dollar | 


high schools for each sex recently butlt in 
Philadelphia and New York. In the.west the | 
tendency is the co-educational high school, | 
combining all kinds of instruction under one | 
roof. Both plans are found in the south.

There is nothing that can appeal to a 
man of moderate means so much as the op- 
portunity granted by a great high school for 
his children. It equalizes opportunities.

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Peavine Twice as 
Nutritious as Timothy 


Editor Constitution: I note in a recent 
issue some remarkable ~ statements of 
prominent Atlanta hay and grain merchants 
in reference to the value of peavine hay, the 
best qualities of such hay not bringing over 
$18 to $20 per ton, against $23 to $26 per 
ton for western timothy. 

According to the table of digestible nutri- 
tives in “Henry's Feeds and Feeding,” timo- 
thy hay contains only 2.8 per cent @igestibie 
protein, against 10.8 per cent for cowpea hay, 
and 4.3 per cent in even peavine straw. There 
is comparatively little difference between 
timothy hay.and peavine hay in digestible 
carbohydrates and fats, timothy being a lit- 
tle superior in this respect, but, as is well 
known, it is the percentage of ‘digestible 
protein which measures the real value of a 
food stuff. Protein is the most essential as 
well as the most costly and valuable con- 
stituent in the dietary of man or beast. 

A good peavine hay should, according to 
intrinsic feeding value, bring not only as 
much, but more than twice as much in the 
market as timothy hay. It is a pity if care- 
less and unscientific methods of curing and 
baling should prevent this. 

It appears to the writer that here is an op- 
portunity for some good business man, not 
only to make money for himself, but to benefit 
his country by going into the business of 
preparing a commercial! feed stuff, using good 
peavine hay largely as a source of his pro 
tein. These commercial feed stuffs.are sold 
on a guaranteed percentage of protein, fat 
and fiber, and the seller fixes his price in 
accordance with the percentage of valuable 
ingredients contained in the feed stuff.

Gielen Stimulated in 
Stock Market by Decision 
to Publish List of Trans- 
actions—Some Obscure 


Money for Short Dates at 
Lower Rates.. 


New York, December 3.—Numerous 
favorable developments imparted goes 
er cheerfulness to the general finan- 
cial situation today. Trading in bonds 
was broader and langer in the aggre- 
gate than at any time since the re- 
cent resumption and greater firmness 
was shown by the more seasoned is- 
sues. It was plain, however, that the 
line was being more closely drawn be- 
tween speculative and investment 
bonds, the latter being in greater fa- 
vor. 

Declines in some of the obscure bonds 
were again severe, ranging from 2 1-2 
to almost 6 points. The more substan- 
tial advances included Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railway fours and 
fives, New Haven sixes, New York rail- 
way adjustment fives and New York, 
West Chester and Boston fours and 
one-half, the .latter recovering 9 1-2 
points of their spectacular decline of 
the mid-year. 

The decision to issue daily what 
effect amounts to an official list 
transactions in stocks, also served 
stimulate confidence. 

There was an increased inquiry for 
almost all classes of short term notes. 
The $56,000,000 Swedish government loan 
taken, ‘by a financial syndicate, gave 
every promise of success, an attractive 
feature being the high interest yield, 
There were rumors of further loans by 
our bankers to foreign governments, 
but these lacked confirmation.

SOUTHERN SELLING

Cotton Market Opened at 
Decline, Owing to Lower 
Cables—Closed at About 
Lowest Point of the Day. 


New York, December 3.—Reports of 
an easier turn in the southern spot 
markets were accompanied by some 
southern selling in the cotton market 
here today and prices broke rather 
sharply. The close was steady at a4 
net ioss of ¥ to 16 points. 

After opening steady at a decline of 
1 to 3 points, in response to rather 
lower cables than due, the market al- 
most immediately began to sag off, 
under scattering liquidation and south- 
ern and LAverpooil selling. There was 
enough investment buying to help the 
undertone, but it was in evidence only 
on a scale down, while southern of- 


ferings beeame rather more liberal dur- ' 


ing the afternoon, with May and later 
deliveries selling down to the lowest 
reached since the reopening eof 
the exchange. 

Trading in December and January 
was relatively quiet, but those months 
fully shared the decline, with Decem- 
ber selling at 7 cents or within 15 
points of the recent low level, while 
January and March broke to the low 
point of November 18. Closing prices 
were steadied by covering, but at prac- 
tically the low point_of the day. 

Some of the southern spot markets, 
as officially reported, showed slight de- 
Clines and there were rumors of lower 
offerings from the interior, while some 
attributed the southern selling to hedg- 
ing against supplies held in the south,

AFTER 20-YEARS

Chicago, December 3.—At the re- 
quest of the New York police that they 
detain as a fugitive from justice, Car- 
leton H. Betts, accused of forgery in 
New York in 1894, the Chicago police 
today took into custody Carleton Hud- 
son, a wealthy Chicago financial oper- 
ator. <A fugitive warrant was sworn 
out for Hudsen, who refused to make 
any statement. 

The message to the Chicago police 
was signed “Faurot,” inspector of po- 
lice, New York, and read: 

“Arrest for forgery and fraud Carle- 
ton H. Betts. Aasumes the name Car- 
leton Hudson: is 50 years of age. Com- 
plainant, Margaret McGowan, of this 

city; offense committed March 19, 1894. 
Hudson or Betts now located in your 
Hold and wire me information 
of arrest.”’ 

Carleton Hudson, of Chicago, the man 
arrested today, has been Known for 
years aS a pillar of the Moody church, 
and his acquaintances here were 
stunned by the news of his arrest and 
by the statement that throughout his 
life here he had been sought by the 
police of New_York. 

Hudson was taken to the Central 
police station, but was not placed in a 
cell. Later he conferred with his at- 
torney, Clarence Darrow, but neither 
Hudson nor his counsel would make a 
statement concerning the arrest. 

Hudson's office, where he was taken 
in custody, is in the First National 
Bank building, and he was known as 
a man of wealth and standing.

Thomas later appeared 
in District Attorney Whitman's office 
and a warrant was sworn out.

BESSIE TIFT COLLEGE 


Informs the Trustees That He 
Cannot Accept the 
Presidency. 


Athens, Ga., December 3.—(Special.) 
Dr. Mell, president of the Georgia Bap- 
tist convention, son of the late chan- 
cellor of the University of Georgia, to- 
night wrote the board of trustees of 
Bessie Tift college at Forsyth that he 
cannot accept the presidency tendered 
him at the reeent convention. Bessie 
Tift is the State Baptist Conventional 
school for young women, for which 
$90,000 is to be raised shortly. Dr.

MORE MEN ARE URGED 
FOR THE MARINE CORPS 


Washington, December 3.~-Appoint- 
ment of naval academy. graduates as 
marine officers, increase of the person- 
nel of the corps by about 800 officers 
and men, including two brigadier gen- 
erals and the assignment of marines to 
small warships for possible service in 
foreign countries, constitute the chief 
recommendations in the annual report 
of Major General George Barnett, com- 
mandant of the marine corps, made 
public today. 

Emphasizing the need for 
marine officers from 
eral Barnett observes: 

“Not only would the corps then re- 
ceive officers better educated techni- 
cally than those now admitted but also 
better qualified physically. Recently 
there have been too many young of- 
ficers of the corps who after their en- 
try have devéloped physical defects 
which render them unfit for service.” 

The report asks that unless this rec- 
ommendation is adopted congress shall 
provide for appointment from civil life 
of provisional second lieutenants, to 
serve as such for two years, meanwhile 
attending an officers’ school. 

Urging the increase in personnel, 
General Barnett points out that expedi- 
tionary work lJast year, especially in 
Mexico, made ft necessary virtually to 
deplete barracks in this country. 

General Barnett expresses fear that 
long continued service in the tropics 
will have “an unfortunate effect on the 
health of the corps.” 

Finally the commandant asks 
ratings and increased pay for enlisted 
men who are doing technical work 
similar in character to that performed 
by enlisted men of the navy.
